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Article 9. 
BILL OF RIGHTS. 


1. All menare by nature free and independent, and have certain 
unalienable rights, among which are those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, acquiring, possessing, and protecting Properly, and pur- 
suing and obtaining safety and happiness, 

2. "Al politica? power is inherent in the people. Government is 
instituted for the protection, security, and benefit of the people; and they 
have the right at all times, to alter or reform the same, whenever the 
public good may require at. 

3. The General Assembly sh.ll make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiung the free exercise thereof, nor shall 
any person be compelled to attend any place of worship, pay tithes. 
taxes, or other rates for building or repairing places of worship, or 
for the maintenahce of aly minister or ministry. 


4 No religiqus test shall Le required as a qualification for any office 
or public trust, and no person shail be deprived of any of his rights, 
' privileges ur capacities, or disqualified from the performance of any of 
his’ public or private duties, or rendered incompetent to give evidence 
in any court of law or equity, in consequence of his opinions on the 

subject of religion. 

` D. Any citizen of this State who may hereafter be engaged, either 
directly or indirectly, in a duel, esther as principle or accessary before 
the fact, shall forever be disqualified from holding any effice under the 
constitution and laws of thi: State. 

6. All laws of a general nature shall have a uniform operation. 

7. Every person may speak, write, and publish his sentiments on 
all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right. No law shall 
be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech or of the pregs. 
In all prosecutions or indictments for libel, the truth may be. given in 
evidence fo-the jury, and if it appear to the jury that the matter charg- 
ed as libellous was true, and was published with good motives, and for 
u ends, the party shall be acquitted. , , T" 

8. , The right of the people to lie secure-in their persons, houses, pa- 
pers and effects,, against unreasonable-seizure& and searchés, shall not 
‘be violated, gnd nó warrant shall, issue, but on:probable cause, support-

11. No person shall be held to answer for a criminal offence, un- 
less on presentment, or indictment by a grand jury, except in cases 
cognizable by justices of the peace, or arising in the army or navy, or 
in the militia when in actual service in time of war or public danger. 

12. No person shall after acquittal, be tried for the same offence. 
All persons shall, before conviction, be bailable by sufficient sureties, ex- 
cept for capital offences, where the proof 18 evident or the presumption 
great. 

13. The writ of Habeas Corpus shail not be suspended, unless, in 
case of rebellion or invasion, the public safety require it. 

14 The military shall be subordinate to the civil power. No stand- | v 
ing army shall be kept up by the State in time of peace, and in time of - 
war no appropriation for a standing army shall be fora longer time 
than two years. p 

15. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house, , 
without the consent of the owner, nor in time of war, except in the | 
manner prescribed by law. 

16. Treason against the State shall consist only in levying war 
against it, adhering to its enemies, or giving them aid and comfort. No. 
persor shall be convicted of treason unless on the evidence of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act, or confession in open court. 

17. Excessive bail shall not be required. Excessive fines shall not 
be imposed; and cruel and unusual punishments shall not be inflicted. 

18. Private property shall not be taken for publie use without just 
compensation: - 

19. No person'&hall' be imprisoned for debt in amy civil action on ` 
mesne or final procéss, unless in cases of fraud; and nó'person anal) be ` * 
imprisoned for.a inilitia fine in time of peace. "vs 

20.' -The people have the right freely to assemble together to consuls ` 
for the common good, to make known their opinions to their represen 
tatives, and to petition for redress, of grievances. 

21, _No,bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law i impairing the o5: 
ligation of contracts shall ever be. passed. "T 

22, Foreigners. who Pre, ‘or wiv umy. hereafter "become. residents of. 
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this State, shall enjoy the same rights, in respect to the possession, en- 
joyment, and descent of property, as native born citizens. 

23. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, unless for the punish- 
ment of crimes, shall ever be tolerated in this State. 

24, This enumeration of rights shall not be construed to impair or 
deny others, retained by the people. t

Article 3. 
RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 


l. Every white male citizen of the United States, of the age of 
twenty-one years, who shall ħave been a resident of the State six months 
next preceding the election, and the county in which he claims his vote 
twenty days, shall be entitled to vote at all elections which are now or 
hereafter may be authorized by law. 

2. Electors shall, in all cases except treason, felony, or breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest on the days of election, during their at- 
tendance at such election, going to, and returning therefrom: 

3. No elector shall be obliged to perform militia duty on the day of 
eléction, except in time of war, or public danger. 

No person in the military, naval or marine service of the Unit- 
ed States, shall be considered a resident of this State by being stationed 
in any garrisou, barrack, or military or naval place or station within 
this state. 

5. No idiot, or insane person, or persons convicted of atiy infamous 
crime, shall be entitled to the privileges of an elector. 

"6. All elections by the people, shall be by ballot. 


Article 4. 
OF THE DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


1. The powers of the government of Iowa shall be divided inte 
three separate deparatments; the legislative, the executive, and judicial; 
and no person charged with the exercise of powers properly belonging 
to one of these departments, shall exercise any function appertaining to 
either of the others, except in the cases Bereipalten expressly directed 
or, permitted, , 
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LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


11^ The Legislative authority of this State shall be vested i in a Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, which shall bé designated the Gen- 
xal Assémbly “of the State of Iowa, and ihe style of their laws shall 
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eommence in the following manner: “Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of Iowa,” ^ . 

2. The sessions of the General Assembly shall be biennial, and shall 
commence on the first Monday ef December neat ensuing the election 
of its members ; unless the Governor of the State shall,in theanterim, 
convene the General Assembly by proclamation. 

3. 'TLe-members of the House of -Representatives shall be chosen 
every second year, by the qualified electors of their respective districts, 
on the first Monday in August, whose term of office shall continue two 
years from the day of the general election. 

4. No person shall be a member of the House of Representatives 
who shall not have attained the age of twenty-one years; be a free winte 
male citizen of the United States, and hava been an inhabitant of this 
State or Territory one year next preceding lus election ; and at the time 
of his election, have an actual residence of thirty days in the county or 
district he may be chosen to represent. 


5. Senators shall be chosen for the term of four years, at-the same 
lume and place as representatives, they shall be twenty-five "years of 
age, and possess the qualifications of representatives as to residerce and 
citizenship. 

6. The number of Senators shall not be less than one-third nor 


more than one half the representative body, and at the first session of ~ 


the General Assembly after this Constitution takes effect, the Senators 
shall be divided by lot, as equally as may be, into two classes ; the seats 
of the Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of tlie 
second yéar, so that one half shall be chosen every two years. : 


7. When the number of Senatorsis increased they shall be annexed 
by lot to one of the two classes, so as to keep them as nearly equal i m 
number as practioable. (t 

8. Each house shall-choose its own officers‘and judge of the qualiti- 
cation, election, and return of its own membets. A contested election 
shall be determined in such-tnanner as shall be directed by law. 

'9. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may compel the 


attendance of absent members in such manner and under such penalties 
as each house may provide. 


10, Each house shall sit upon its own adjournment, keep a journal 
of its proceedings, and publish the same ; delermineits rules of proceed- 
ings, punish members for disorderly behavior, and with the consent of 
two thirds, expel a menibej, but not a second time for "the same. offence, 
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and shall have-all other powers necéssary for'à brancli of the General 
Assembly of a free and independent state, 

li. Every member of the General Assembly shall have the;liberty 
to dissent from or protest against any act or resolution which he may 
think injurious to the public or an individual, and have the reasons for 
his dissent entered on the journals ; and the yeas and nays of the mem- 
bers of either house, on anv question, shall, at the desire of any two 
members present, be entered on the journals. 

12. Senators and representatives, in all cases except treason, felony, 
or breach of the peace, shall be privileged from arrest during the ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, and in going to and pore ping from the 
same. 

«13. When vacancies occur in either house, the Gardens or the 
person exercising the functions of the Governor, shall issue writs of 
' election to fill such vacancies. 

14. The doors of each house shall be open, except on such occa- 
sion as, in the opinion of the house, may require secrecy. 

15, Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in which they 
may be sitting. 

16. Bills may originate in either house, except bills for revenue, 
which shalt always originate in the House of Representatives, and may 
be amended, altered, or rejected by ihe other,.and every bill having 
passed both houses, shall be signed by the Speaker and President i 
their respective houses. 

I7. Every bill which shall have passed the General Assembly shall, 
before it become a law, be presented to the Governor. If he approve, 
he shall sign it, but if not, he;shal] return it with his objections, to the 
house in which it originated, which shall enter the sama upon the jour- 
nal and proceed to reeonsider it; if, after such regonsideration, it again 
pass both houses, by yeas and nays, by a majority of two-thirds of the. 
members of each house present, it shall become a Jaw notwithstanding. 
the Governor's objections. If any bill shall not be returned within three 
days after it shall have been presented to him, Sunday excepted, the 
same shall be a law in like’ manner ae if he had signed: it, n nnless the 
General ‘Assembly by adjournment prevent such return, 077 5255

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sitting for thatipurpose, the Senators ‘shall be upon oath.orafirniation ;.' 
and no person shall be.convicted without the concurrence of'two- thirds’.

£0. The Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, and 
Judges of the Supreme and District Courts, shall be liable to impeach- 
ment for any misdemeanor in office; but judgment in such cases shall 
extend only to-removal from office, and disqualification to hold any of- 
fice of honor, trust or profit under this State; but the party convicted or 
acquitted shall nevertheless be liable to indictment, trial and punish- 
ment, according to law. All other civil officers shall be tried for 
misdemeanors in office in such manner as the General Baiemwiy may 
provide. 


21. No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which 
he shall have been elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit un- 
der this State, which shall have been created, or the emoluments of 
which shal] have been increased, during such term, except such offices 
as may be filled by elections by the people. 
22. No person holding any lucrative office under the United States, ^ 
or this State, or any other power, shall be eligible to the General As- 
sembly: Provided, That offices in the militia, to which there is attach- 
ed no annual salary, or the office of justice of the peace, or postmasters 


whose compensation does not exceed orie hundred dollars per shou, 
shall ngt be deemed lucrative. 


-93.. Na‘person who may hereafter be a collector or holder of public 
public moneys, shall have a seet in either house of the General Assem-- 
bly, or be éligible to any office of trust or profit under this State, until 
he shall have accounted for and paid into the oa all sums for- 
which he may-bé liable. 

24. No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law. 

25. Esch member of the General Assembly shall receive a compen- 
sation to- be fixed by law, for his services, to be paid out of the treasury 
of the State. Such compensation shall not exceed two dollars per day. 
for the period of fifty days from the commencement of the session, and 
shall not exceed the: ‘sum of one dollar per day for the remainder ofthe 
session: When convened in extra session by the Governor, they shall 
receive “guch'sum as- shall be fixed for the first fifty days of the ordinary 
session, "They shall also receive two dollars for- every: twenty miles 
they shall travel i “im going tà and returning from their place of meeting, 
an the most usual route: Proyided,. however, That the members of 
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the: first General Assembly under this constitution shall: receive: two 
dollars per day for their services during the.entire session, 

26, Every law shall embrace but one object, which shall be expres- 
sed in the title. 

27. No law ofthe General Assembly, of a public nature, shall take 
effect until the same shall: be published and circulated in the several 
counties of this. State, by authority. lf.1he General Assembly shall 
deem any law of immediate importance, they may provide that the same 
shall take effect by publication in newspapers in the state. 

28. No divorce shall be granted by the/General Assembly. 


29. No lottery shall be authorized by this Perna shall the sale 
of lottery tickets be allowed. 

30. Members of the General Assembly shall, before ‘they enter 
upon tlie duties of their respective offices, take and subscribe the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation: I do solemnly swear, or affirm, (as the case 
may-be,) that I will support the Constitution of the United States, and 
the Constitution of the State of Iowa, and that I will faithfully discharge 
the duties of Senator, (or Representative, as the case may be, )-accord- 
iug^to the best of my ability. And members of the General Assembly 
are hereby empowered to administer to each other the said oath or affir- 
mation. . 


31. Within one year after tlie ratification of this constitution, and 
within every subsequent term of two years, for the term of eigh@years, 
an enumeration of all the white inhabitants of this state shall be made 
in such manner as shall be directed by law. The number of Senators 
and Representatives shall, at the first regular session of the General 
Assembly after such enumeration, be fixed by law, and apportioned 
among the several counties according to the number of white inhabitants 
in each, and shall also, at every subsequent regular session, apportion 
the House of Representatives, and every other regular session the Sen- 
ate for eight years; and the House of Representatives shall never be less 
than twenty-six, nor greater than thirty-nine, untilthe number of white 

inhabitants shall be one-hundred and seventy-five thousand; and after that 
event, at such ratio that the whole number of representatives shall 
neyer be less than thirty-nine nor exceeding seventy-two. 


-32, Whena Congressional, Senatorial, or Representative district 
shall be composed of two or more counties, it shall not be entirely se- 
parated by any county belonging to another district ; and no county shall 
be divided in forming a congressional, senatorial, or representative 
district. . ; 
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:83. In all elections by the General Assembly, the menibers thereof 
shall vote viva voce, and the votes shall be entered on the journal. 

34. For the first ten years after the organization of the government, ` 
the annusl salary of the Governor shall not exceed one thousand dol- 
lars ; Secretary of State, five hundred dollars ; Treasurer, four hundred 
dollars ; Aluditor, six hundred dollars ; Judges of the Supreme and Dis- 
trict Courts, each one thousand dollars. E 


Article 3. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


1. The supreme executive power of thís State shall be vested in a 
chief magistrate, who shall be styled the Governor of the State of Iowa. j 

2. The Governor shall be elected by the qualified electors, at the 
time and! place of voting for members of the General Assembly, and 
shall hold his office four years from the time of his installation, and un- 
til his successor shall be qualified. 

3. No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor, who has 
not been a citizen of the United States, and a resident of the State two 
years next preceding the eléction, and attained the age of thirty years 
at the time of said election, — - ' 

4, The returns of every election for Governor shall be sealed up 
and transmitted to the seat of government, directed to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, who shall, during the first week of the ses- 
sion, opén and publish them in presence of both houses of the Generi 
Assembly. The person having the highest number of votes shall he 
Govt but in ease any two or more have an equal and the highest 
number pf votes, the General Assembly shall, by joint vote, choose 
ong of said persons 30 having an equal and the highest number of votes, 
for Governor. 

5. The Governor shall be commander-in-chief- of the militia, the 


, army, and navy of this'state. 


6. He shall transact all executive business with the officers of go- 
vernment, civil and military, and may require information in writing 
from the officers of the executive department, upon any subject relating 
tó'the duties of their respective offices. 

7. He shall see that the laws are faithfully executed. 

8. When any office shall from any cause become vacant, and no -

mission, which shall expire at the end of the next session of the Gene-

14. The Governor shall, at stated times, receive for his services a 
eompensation which shall neither be increased nor diminished during 
the time fur which he shall have been elected. 

15. There shail be a seal of this State, which shall be kept by the 


` Governor, and used by him éfieially, and shall be called the Great Seal

16. All grants and commissions shall be in the name and by the au- 
thority of the people of the State of Iowa, sealed with the/&feat seal of 
this state, signed by the Governor, and countersigned by the Secretary

17. A Secretary of State, Auditor of Public Accounts, and Treasu- 


rer, shall be elected by the qualified electors, who shall continue in of- . 


lice two years, The Secretary of State shall keep a fair register of all 
the official acts of the Governor; and shall, when required, lay the same, 
together with all papers, minutes, and vouchers relative thereto, before 
either branch of the General Assembly, and shall perform such other 
duties as shall be assigned him by law. 

18. In case of the impeachment of the Governor, his removal from 
office, death, resignation, or absence from the state, the powers and du-

Be it ordained by the Convention assernbled tó forma Constitution for 
the State of Iowa, in behalf of the people of said State, that the following 
propositions shall be made to the Congress of the United States, which, if 
assented to by that body, shall be obligatory on this State, 

1. Section number sixteen in every surveyed township of public lands, 
and where such section has been disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto, 
and as contiguous as may be, shall be granted to the State for the use of

2. , The seventy-two sections of land set apart and reserved for the use 
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and support of a University by an act of Congress, approved on the twen- _ 
tieth of July one thousand eight hundred and forty, entitled “An act grant- 

ing two townships of land for the use of a University in the Territory of 

Iowa,” shall be applied solely to the use and support of such University in 

such manaer as the General Assemoly may direct. 

3, That one quarter section of land in each township be granted to the 
State for the purpose of purchasing a common school library for the use of 
such township. e 

4. That five per cent of the nett proceeds of the sales of all public lands 
lying within this State, which shall be sold by Congress after the admission 
of the State into the Union, shall be granted to the State for the use of com- 
mon schools. ` 

That in consideration of the grants specified in the four foregoing prop- 
ositions, it is declared that this State will never interfere with the primary 
disposal of the soil within the same, by the United States, nor with any reg. 

ulations Congress may find necessary for securing the title in such soil to 
the bonefide purchaser thereof, and that no tax shall be imposed on lands, 
the property of the United States, and that in no case shall nonresident pro- 


prietors be taxed higher than resident, |

We the people of the Territory of Iowa, by our Representatives in 
convention assembled at Iowa City. on Monday the fourth day of May, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, grate- 
. ful to the Supreme Being for the blessings hitherto enjoyed by us as 
a people, and feeling our dependence on Him for a continuation of those 
blessings, do ordain and establish a free and independent government,

Mr. Grant from the same committee reported the following Bill of 
Rights which was laid on the table and ordered to bé printed ; to wit: 


BILL OF RIGHTS. 


t 


1. All men are by nature free and independent, and have certain 
unalienable rights; among which are those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness. 2 

2. All political power is inherent in the people. Government is 
instituted for the protection, security, and benefit of the people; and 
they have the right at all times, to alter or reform the same, whenever 
thé public good may require it. —- 

9$. The Legislature shall make no law japit an establishment - 
of religion, or prohibiting’ the free exercise thereof, nor bhall any per- 
son be compelled to attend any place of worship, pay tithes; taxes, or 
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, dther-rater, for building or repairing places of worship, ¢ or for the maine 
tainance of any minister or ministry. c 

4. No religious test shall be required asa qualification for any office 
or public trust, and no person sball.be deprived of any of his rights, 
privileges. or capacities, or disqualified for the performance of any of 
his public or private duties, or rendered incompetent to give evidence 
in any court of law or equi » in consequence of his opinions on the 
subject of religion. - | 

5. All laws of a general nature shall have a uniform operation. 

6. Every person may speak, write, and publish his sentiments on all 
subjects, being responsible for the ubuse of that right. No law shall 
be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech or of the press. 
In all prosecutions or indictments for livel, the truth may be given in 
evidence tothe jury, and if it appear to the jury that the matter 
charged as libellous was true, and was published with good motives, 
and for justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitted. . 

7. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
“papers and effects, against unreasonable seizures and searches, shall 
not be violated, and no warrant shall issue but on provable cause, sup- 
. ported by oath or affirmation, particularly describing the place to be 

searched, and the papers andthings to be seized. 

8. Theright of trial by jury shall remain inviolate ; but the Legis- 
lature may anthorize trial by a jury of a less number than twelve men 
in the inferior courts. 

9. In ail eriminal trials. the acensed shall have a right toa speedy 
trial by an impartial jury, to be informed of the accusation against him, 
to be confronted with the witnesses against him, to have compulsory 
process for his own witnesses, and to have the assistance of counsel. 

10. No person shall be held to answer for a criminal offence, unless 
on presentment, or indictment by a grand jury, except in cases cogni- 
zable by justices of the peace, or arising in the army or navy, or iu the 
militia when in actual service in time of war or public danger. 

11. No person shall atter acquittal be tried for the same offence. 
All persons shall, before conviction, be bailable by sufficient sureties, 
except for capital offences, where the proof is evident or the presump- 
tion great. 

12, The writ of Habeas Corpus shall not be auspended unless in 
oase of rebellion or invasion, the public safety require it. 

13, The military shall be subordinate to the civil power. N o 
standing army shall be kept up by the State in time of peace, and in

14; No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in-any house 
raton the consent. of the owner, nor in time of war as in manner 
(prescribed by faw. 

15. Treason against the State shall consist only inlevying war against 
it, adhering to its enemies, or giving them aid and comfort. No per- 
son shall be convicted of treason unless on the evidence of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act, or confession in open court. 

16. Excessive bail shall not be required. Excessive fines shall not 
be imposed; and cruel and unusual punishments shall not be inflicted. 

17. Private property shall not be taken for public use without ea 
compensation. ' 

1S. No person shall be imprisoned for debt in any civil action « on 
mesne or final process, unless in cases ot fraud; and no person shall 
be imprisoned for a militia fine in time of peace. 

19. The people have the right freely to assemble together to consult 
for the common good, to make Tiwi dheir opinions to their represen- 
tatives, and to petition for redress of grievances. 

20. No bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the ob- 
ligation of contract, shall ever be passed. ' 

21. Foreigners who are residents of this State shall enjoy the same 
rights, in respect to possession, enjoyment, and descent of property, as 
native born citizens. 

22. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, unless for the pun- 
ishment of crimes, shall ever be tolerated in this State. 

28. This enumeration of rights shall not be constrned to impair or 
deny others, retained by the people.

such University in such manner as the General Assembly may direct. 

3. That ene quarter section of land in each township be granted to 
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the State*for the-parpose of purchasing ` a common school library for the

4,. That five per-ceht of the nett proceeds of the sales’ of all public 
lands lying within this State, which shall be sold by Congress, à áfter the

duties. Ido not flatter myself that I have given entire satisfaction to, 


all, this I did not consider myself able to do; but I did hope to satisfy _ 


this entire convention, of a correctness of intention at least, and that 
errors if committed, were not designed. 

If in the course of our proceedings, ought has transpired to rufle the 
kindlier feelings, the magnanimity which has marked your intercourse, 
assures me that it has passed, by with the occasiyn which gave rise to it, 
and that the moment of parting will also be the moment of oblivion to 
every occutrence calenlated to darken the reminiscences of this Con- 
vention. | 

The Constitution which you have formed for the basis of a State 
government, will, shortly be submitted to the people for their ratification 
or rejection, and its fate will at once become a matter of interest to 
every citizen; aud believing as I do, that its principles are republican, 
and that its restrictions are in Hecordance with the dictates ot wisdom 
and experience, it doubtless will receive the sanction of all who are in 
favor of a State government,and who put a similar estimate on its qual- 
ities and provisions. All who find the Constitution to accord with their 
views, and are of opinion that our condition is sufficiently mature to 
dispense with the guardianship of the general government, will give it 
their approval. Then let me ask, are we ready for this change in our 
relations with the parent government ? 

With a territory of matchless beauty, rich in her resources—her 
woodlands and prairies—her valleys and uplands—her rivers and 
brooks—her minerals and agricultural prqducts—and the large patri- 
mony whieh she will receive in grants of the public domain and its 
proceeds—and a population of not less than a hundred and twenty thoy- 


sand souls, lewa appears to be ripe for entering into the Union. j 
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Gentlemen, allow me in conclusion to wish you, health, happiness 
and prosperity, that you may safely reach your homes, your_ families, 
ond friends, that your labors may be rewarded by the approbation of the 
people, and that you may soon have the satisfaction of seeing Iowa take 
her place in the union of the States.
